The naked bodies of the four 
convicts were turned over to rel­ 
atives so disfigured th a t the rela­ 
tives said they scarcely recogniz­ 
ed them . 
Hersch, a fte r inspecting 
the prison for four hours, describ­ 
ed it as "worse than the black hole 
of C alcutta.” 
Steam Turned On 
O ver 600 of the prison’s 1400 in­ 
m ates began a hunger strike last 
W ednesday. The strike ended S un­ 
day night with six m en alleged to 
be ring-leaders in tw o disciplinary 
cells. 
These cells, so sm all th at 
they were not large enough for one 
man, Hersch said, were equipped 
with a w ater tap, a bowl, and a 
toilet. 
Hersch said th a t a fte r three 
m en 
had been locked 
into each 
cell, the keys to the w ater taps 
were removed and som eone turned 
steam into the radiators. 
The convicts w ithstood the in ­ 
creasing heat for a while, H ersch 
said, by stuffing th eir sh irts into
